longer engaged in a war with us} when the hati declared, fhe 
could make no definitive peace, till France had agreed ypon the 
terms ; he.was in hupes his Majeity’s Minilters had proceeded 
jwith a treaty for a general peaces. as. that was not the cafe, he 
feared this country had tied herfelf dewu. to’ make a conceffion 
of confiderable importance, whenever tlie war fhould be brought 
to a conclufion, without having any equivalent conceffion on the 
part of any other gf the,.belligerent powers with whom Great 
Britain was engaged in hoftilicies..
